Principal of Phillips Academy Condemns 
Law Breakers 


Alfred E. Stearns, principal of Phillips 
Andover Academy, speaking before the 
Taunton Woman's club on Monday after- 
noon, stated that the action of the persons 
responsible for the recent “nursing bottle 
dinner” in Boston, where it is alleged liquor 
was sold, was no different in breaking the law 
of the land than the actions of gunmen in 
Boston, who receaity shot a paymaster, or 
of the bandits who robbed a mint in Denver. 

His topic was “Youth’s Challenge to the 
Older Generation.” While he maintained 
that many people had looked upon the nurs- 
ing bottle dinner which had received wide 
publicity as being a huge joke, he said it was 
the breaking of the national law, and those 
who staged it, in the language of the times, 
“put something over and got away with it.” 

He declared that youth and the times 
have not changed and that the same tempta- 
tions beset youth ages ago. There is a lack 
of religion, especially in the homes, he said. 
He expressed the opinion that liquor has 
practically disappeared from college affairs. 
Young.men of the present day often see their 
fathers flouting the Constitution by break- 
ing the laws, he said. 

While he maintained that personal liberty 
was given as one reason for certain people 
ignoring laws which do not appeal to them, 
he declared they never think of the duties 
and obligations they owe to the rising genera- 
tion. 

He asserted that the movies, the present- 
day literature and the general loose social 
standards are responsible for many of our 
roral ills of today. “Those people who 
should be leaders, but who trample laws of 
the country under foot when, as they say, 
these laws are Puritanical or interfere with 
personal liberty, are making more Bolshe- 
vists than all the street corner orators put to- 
gether,” he said. 

In conclusion, he declared what is needed 
today is a return to the old discipline and re- 
ligion in the home of our fathers, if the youth 
of today is to get a fair chance. 


Holocaust in Lawrence 


Fight lives were lost and Property damage 
to the extent of about $12,000 was done ina 
brick three-story and attic tenement block 
at 349 and 351 Elm street, Lawrence by a 
fire which broke out shortly before 1 o'clock 
Saturday morning. Several people were res 
cued before the firemen arrived, but the 
flames spread so rapidly that even the res- 
cuers were forced to quit their work. One 
man, Angelo DeGloria, whose family, which 
included his wife and four children, was 
wiped out, jumped from a third story window 
to a narrow piazza roof in the front of the 
building, but the roof was ice coated and he 
fell to the street breaking his back. His name 
is on the danger list at the Lawrence General 
hospital. 

A preliminary investigation to establish, 
if pose, the cause of the fire at 349 and 
351 Elm street, was started in the Central 
fire station headquarters at noon. 

Chief Fire Inspector Timothy Murphy of 
Boston presided at the investigation, and he 
will preside next Tuesday. Others who assis- 
ted in the examination were State Officers 
Richard Griffin, Fred Kirlin and Raymond 
McCann, the latter being building inspector 
for the state police in this district, and Chief 
Francis J. Morris and Deputy Chief Michael 
H. McPhee of the local department. 

Several witnesses were called, among 
them, it is said, people who were in the vicin- 
ity of the building at the time of the fire. 

There were rumors that a still was in opera- 
tion in the basement and that this caused the 
fire. There is probably no truth in such a 
ruror, although it is said that there were 
several barrels of moonshine on the third 
floor. The fire started on the ground floor. 

A peculiar feature of the blaze is that al- 
though the walls and partitions were badly 
burned much of the furniture in the house 
was little more than scorched. 

The prelitninary examination revealed the 
fact that 15 minutes elapsed after the fire 
was discovered before the alarm was sounded.

Class in Methods of Making Income Tax 
Returns

ion class in methods of making income tax 
returns was held Tuesday evening of this 
week at the Lawrence Y. M. C. A. The in- 
structer is John T. Drury, C. P. A., consult- 
ing accountant and member of the Mass- 
achusetts bar.

Dr. Stearns Speaks on Teaching as a 
Profession 


Teaching is not a profession for men who 
cannot e pod in any other line, accord- 
ing to Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, principal of 
Phillips Academy, who delivered the address 
at the Mt. Vernon church, Boston, Sunday 
ant 

Dr. Stearns said that the public attitude 
toward teachers had improved since the war. 
when teachers outshone successful business 
men in the Army. He added that new re- 
spect for teachers has come with increased 
public realization that the life of the Nation, 
after all, depends on education. This realiza- 
tion, he believed, is partly due to public 
worry, aroused nowadays by “the false 
peut who cry out so loudly and so widly.” 

Most of his address had to do with the 
fascinations of teaching. The profession is a 
business proposition, he said, though not in 
the sense that the words “business proposi- 
tion” are generally understood. Teachers 
of course, get “small visible emoluments,” 
but they have as great a chance, if not a 
greater one, for creative building as the man 
in, business. : 

“Why manufacture hats? Why manufac- 
ture shoes? Why build bridges?” he said. 
“All these things are worth while in them- 
selves. But the school is a great human fac- 
try, there the teacher has a chance to help 
in the manufacture of human character, to 
sonsttioats, even to the making of human 
souls.” 

He described the fascination of dealing 
with youth, telling how its stubbornness and 

xical sensitiveness to impression, 
its strange rebellions and its sudden bursts of 
fineness and generosity, make the teacher’s 
life entirely worth while. The teacher has 
an advantage over the minister, he said, for 
he deals with youth, and when he had dealt 
with it more youth comes on to take its place. 

Dr. Stearns wanted it understood tha 
there is no room in the teaching profession 
for.men who do not prefer a life of service, 
of ly even, to a life of selfishness. 
But he believed that this makes teaching all 
the more worth while. 

Rev. Sidney Lovett, the pastor, conducted 
the services and introduced the speaker. 
There were about 200 present. 


Hindu Orator Speaks at South Church 


At a union temperance meeting held last 
Friday evening at the South church Jnan- 
anjin Niyogi, a noted temperance organizer 
of Calcutta, India, gave an impassioned 
address on the curse of strong drink in India. 

Dr. Niyogi is a graduate of the University 
of Calcutta and is quite proficient in the use 
of English, although his accent at times 
makes him difficult to follow. Although he 
comes of a high caste Hindu family of weal- 
thy land owners, he lives a simple life and de- 
votes his time and private income to the ser- 
vice of his countrymen. 

Dr. Niyogi was introduced by F. A. High 
superintendent of the anti-saloon leauge of 
Nebraska, who gave a review of the temper- 
ance cause and its progress during the past 
100 years. The devotional portions of the 
service were in charge of Rev. E. Victor 
Bigelow and Rev. Arthur S. Wheelock. 

The appalling conditions created in India 
by the British liquor traffic were graphically 
told by Dr. Niyogi who appeared in native 
costume. He referred to America’s pros- 

rity and culture and compared the wage of 

a day earned by the average American, 
to that of 6 cents a day, earned by the aver- 
age East Indian. Yet from this pitiful sum, 
millions each year are turned into the liquor 
traffic. Mr. Niyogi told several intimate 
stories of the sordidness of life in some parts 
of India due wholly to the drunkenness pre- 
valent. He said that India looks to America 
with national prohibition for a shining exam- 
le, and made an ardent plea for America’s 
fel in the age for world wide prohibition.

What to Do? 
There is an old game, commonly 
associated with children, but very 


frequently indulged in by grown-ups, 
which goes something like this. A 
circle of people, gathered in the con- 
ventional manner repeat a formula, one 
after the other. The first speaker says, 
“My mother sent me unto you.” The 
seated one on his left replies, ‘‘ What to 
do.” The first speaker, ‘To do as I do,” 
and so on around the circle. 

The Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
completing their organization meeting 
last evening are ready to play the game of 
“What to Do.” They have an organiza- 
tion, a representative organization, with 
a board of directors which pretty well 
covers the varied interests of the 
Town’s inhabitants, geographically as 
well as vocationally. They have estab- 
lished a body which should be able to 
act as a unified expression of true 
public opinion. They are ready for 
work. 

Now the nimbers of the organiza- 
tion, while they are representative, are 
by no means the whole of the town’s 
population. Realizing that fact, they 
are anxious for an expression of opinion, 
preferably a public expression, as to 
what general course they should take 
towards their first objective, and what 
that objective should be. With this in 
view, it has been suggested that the 
Townsman invite the people of the 
town to express their thoughts on the 
question ‘‘What, in your opinion, 
should be the first project undertaken 


by the Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
which will better conditions in some 
phase of the town’s existence, and what 
mode of action would you suggest?” 
It is apparent that it would of course 
be impossible to follow all the sugges- 
tions which might arise from the free 
answering of such a question. The 


Chamber in no way binds itslef to do 
such a thing, but it does want to make 
itself, with none but altruistic motives, 
an organization of value to the town, and 
it feels that by utilizing the power of its 
organization to accomplish some worth- 
while project, it can best serve the 
purpose for which it was formed. 

Communications shéuld preferably be 
short, not too much in detail, and if 
possible should be limited only to 
constructive criticism. The members of 
the Chamber have remarked on the ease 
with which destructive criticism may be 
secured and it is to be hoped that 
writers of communications will endeavor 
to limit themselves only to ‘such sug- 
gestions as will not tear down without 
more effectively building up. 

Too frequently, people are heard to 
remark, “Oh what's the use of suggest- 
ing this or that? It’ll never be done any- 
way.” ‘Here is an earnest body of 
Andover citizens, ready to serve you, 
anxious to serve you. cooperating to 
carry out worthwhile suggestions.

ouse in Shawsheen Village on Thursday of 
this week. The present residents of the new 
home include Mr. and Mrs. F. A. Swanton, 
and their son, four women and five men, and 
a maid who assists the matron, Mrs. Swan- 
ton. 

The plans for the new home, the con- 
struction of which was authorized at the 
last town meeting, were drawn by Perley F. 
Gilbert, and include every convenience for 
the housing of the town’s poor.and the super- 
intendent’s family: e building is prac- 
tically three stories high and the basement 
includes, besides the coal cellars and heating 
plant, a model laundry, a smoking room for 
the men, and a drying room. 

The main entrance is toward Walnut 
avenue, and this part of the house includes 
the matron’s headquarters. There is a living- 
room, dining-room, kitchen and office, and 
upstairs are four sleeping chambers and bath- 
room. The quarters for the men inmates are 
on the first floor, including sleeping rooms, 
hospital, sitting-room and bathroom. The 
women’s quarters are the same upstairs. 
There is only one stairway, that in the 
matron’s part, the other means of access to 
the upper floors being sloping runways cov- 
ered with rubberized flooring with railings to 
prevent falling. Al! the inmates’ rooms face 
the west, making it especially pleasant for 
them. 

The maids’ rooms are in the attic, and the 
storage room is also located there. Enclosed 
fire escapes provide for emergency. The in- 
terior is finished with hardwood floors and 
the woodwork is stained.

A NEIGHBOR 


Lecture on Current History 


The interest in the course of lectures on 
current history given by Mrs. Claude U. 
Gibson on alternate Fridays at the Nov- 
ember clubhouse continues unabated. Her 
audience last week included several men as 
well as members of the club who regularly 
attend the class. 

Mrs. Gilson first spoke of the proposed 
amendment to the constitution of Mass- 
achusetts to. prevent its further amendment 
giving a brief history of the constitution and 
the changes made since it was first framed. 
Several states now have constitutions which 
cannot be amended, and they have proved 
the source of various difficulties so that it is 
doubtful if the proposed amendment is 
adopted. 

An interesting example of the amount of 
propaganda broadcasted in the name of 
America was given by Mrs. Gilson in dis- 
cussing the situation at Memel, the East 
Prussian port whose occupation is contested 
by Germans, Poles, Lithuanians and Rus- 
sians. Money which is advertised by the 
propaeuia to be “American money” has 
been used freely to aid the cause of Lithuan- 
iain Memel but it is said by those who are 
“in the know” that though the money has 
been contributed by Lithuanians in this 
country it is American, only in the sense 
that it was earned in this country. What 
nation will eventually succeed in permanent 
occupation or whether it will be a free and 
autonomous state is still in question. 

Mrs. Gilson gave a clear account of the 
situation in the Ruhr baisin, drawing in- 
teresting parallels between the French oc- 
cupation of Germany and the German oc- 
cupation of Belgium. Since France is not a 
highly organized country, industrially, her 
problems of financing mining, and distribu- 
tion of coal are numerous. The results of 
this economic occupation and Germany’s 
passive resistance will doubtless be produc- 
tive of many unforeseen complications. 


Harrison Potter to Give Recital in Stone 
Chapel 


Harrison Potter, ist, will give a piano 
recital in the c of Phillips academy, on 
Friday evening, February 2. 

After his recent recital at Jordan hall, 
Boston, on the evening of January 19, the 
Boston Transcript commented as follows: 


Last evening at Jordan Hall an audience 
chiefly composed, not of cognoscenti, but of 
casual concert-goers, demanded from Harri- 
son Potter, whose recital was then and there 
in progress, a second performance of De- 
bussy’s piano-piece, ‘‘Feux d’ Artifice.” “A 
dozen years ago this composition, hardly 
more ‘hon an ingenious study in timbres, 
chiaroscuro, overtones and rhythm, would 
have been heard by such an audience in po- 
lite acquiescence, and probably mypticatioe. 
Yet yesterday of all the pieces Mr. Potter 
played, this, the most so 
obviously tuneful, was one to which his 
listeners most readil 40. pares Not only 
was this tribute to his th mirable play- 
ing of the number; it might also be taken as 
encouraging sign that the newest element in 
music—sheer e Tect—is coming into its own, 
There are those, to be sure, in whose ears 
this applause was taken of decadence but it is 
both peaieatee and juster to regard it as 
proof of widening musical perception, To 
the case-hardened philistine tone color is an 
almost unrecognizable factor in music. For 
him the orchestra of Debussy sounds no 
better than that of Haydn. The manifold 
tints and demi-tints are merely meaningless.

Then followed Schumann’s Sonata in G 
minor, while the final group numbered in the 
order named a Sonata in D major by Scar- 
latti, Ireland’s “The Holy Boy,”’ Albeniz’s 
“E] Puerto,” the “Feuxd’ Artifice” of Debussy 
and lastly a “Sevillana” by a little known 
Spaniard, Infante. 

Exceeding all else in interest were Re- 
spighi’s masterly adaptations of these ancient 
tunes—a iarda” by Galilei, a“ Villan- 


ella” and eseatines” of unknown origin, | the 


and a “Balletto” by Molinaro. Of the four, 
the “Villanella;” an air of mournful beauty, 
made the deepest impression, but each of the 
others, save perhaps the relatively colorless 
“Gagliarda,” brought renewed and striking 
proof of the high estate of musical composi- 
tion in those distant days. Besides these 
things Bach’s Prelude, rambling and rhap- 
sodical, was almost commonplace. 

It was a bold stroke to place Scarlatti’s 
Sonata between that of Schumann and the 
pieces of today, yet one that succeeded by 
virtue of Scarlatti’s surprising modernity. 
from it to Mr. Ireland’s piece 
was in no way disturbing. A little monot- 
onous in rhythmic design, “The Holy Boy,” 
through the com 's use of modal har- 
mony, has a pleasing mediaeval flavor, while 
the content sufficiently suggests the title. 
Albeniz’s “ El Puerto”’ is one of his less famil- 
iar pieces, yet it is to be preferred to some 
that are more popular. Of less consequence 
is the “‘Sevillana” of Infante, typical, in a 
wholly conventional way, of the Franco- 
Spanish musical alliance. 

Too often the hearing of Schumann’s 
Sonata brings only regret that the composer 
was persuaded to write in a form so unsuited 
to his peculiar genius, and at such times the 
charm of the two middle movements by no 
means atones for the unevenness of the 
others. But Mr. Potter’s playing of the 

iece occasioned no such repinings. Seldom 

s the Andantino seemed of such perfect 
beauty, while the first and final movements 
were surprisingly engrossing. As_ pianist 
Mr. Potter goes about his task in an unpre- 
tentious fashion, but if the eye detects in his 
manner no great show of “temperament” 
for emotion, the ear may discern a sure sense 
of musical values and a fine appreciation of 
the intentions of the composer, be he class- 
icist, romanticist or modern.

Better Ministers, Not Bigger Churches, 
Are Needed 

That the need of the average American 
community is not more church buildings but 
better men to fill them is the conviction of 
Bishop Lawrence of Massachusetts who 
heads a nation-wide campaign to raise 
$1,000,000 for the endowment of the Episco- 
pal Theological School in Cambridge. 

“We need leadership rather than church 
buildings,” says Bishop Lawrence. ‘‘We 
must strengthen theological schools so as to 
put them on a par with the graduate schools 
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which train men for the professions of law 
and medicine. Once the standards are up 
and young men are made to see that the ser- 
vice they can give in the ministry demands 
the best educational preparation as well as 
spiritual consecration, and offers a life of the 
fullest expression for vigorous, forceful per- 
sonalities, we will get the sort of men we need 
in sufficient numbers. 

“This particular movement is toward an 
investment of $1,000,000 in the production 
of a certain type of man: a man who for many 
years is the leading and most respected cit- 
izen of his community; whose word is always 
trusted; who helps with his counsel the poor 
and the rich, the successful and the forlorn; 
who is known and welcomed in every home; 
who serves in ar offices without pay or 
partiality. Such is the village parson, or the 
missionary who rides from hamlet to hamlet 
on the western prairies; such are the rectors 
of city parishes, deans of cathedrals, head- 
masters of schools — public servants. 

“Tf it is necessary the Church of Christ 
can live without parish houses, organs, or 
even church buildings. It cannot go forward 
without these trained and consecrated men 
tolead. For years we have been contributing 
to build up the material fabric of the churches; 
it is time now to contribute to strengthen the 
spiritual forces. For the vital need of this 
country, racked as it is with moral and 
spiritual problems, is men of force, character, 
education, and vision-spiritual leaders.”’

WM. M. WOOD sOPTIMISTIC 


Consolidated Textile Corporation to Be 
Managed in the Interests of New 
England Business. 


That he and his associates have been agree- 
ably surprised at the results of a preliminary 
examination of the properties of the Consoli- 
dated Textile Corporation was the statement 
made by William M. Wood, director gene:al 
and chairman of the board of that corpora- 
tion and president of the American Woolen 
Company, to a representative of “Textile 
World” on Wednesday of this week. Mr. 
Wood left New York on Thursday for Florida. 


Mr. Wood expressed himself as decidedly 
optimistic with rd to the outlook for the 
new season in woolens and worsteds. 


In connection with the purchase of the 
Strathmore Worsted Mills, Concord Junc- 
tion, Mass., Mr. Wood stated that this mill 
will be operated on yarns as a part of the or- 
ganization of the Assabet Mills at Maynard, 
Mass. At last report the Strathmore Wor- 
sted Mills were equipped with twelve sets of 
cards, 7,100 woolen spindles and 400 twisting 
spindles for the manufacture of woolen and 
merino weaving and knitting yarns. It was 
formerly the property of Andrew Adie, and 
has been operated recently by a creditor’s 
committee. O. C. Drechsler, agent of the 
Assabet Mills, is to act as agent. 


In speaking of the Consolidated Textile 
Corporation to the “Textile World” repre- 
sentative, Mr. Wood made the following re- 
marks: 


“Tn the short time available since my elec- 
tion as director general of the Consolidated 
Textile Corporation, I and my two asso- 
ciates in the management, Andrew G. Pierce 
and Henry L. Tiffany, both of New Bedford, 
have investigated the personnel of the cor- 

ration and erainined « some of the Rhode 

sland mills. On the whole we are agreeably 
surprised with this fine property. The south- 
ern mills are all rofitably employed and the 
print works and bleacheries are very busy 
and highly successful in every way. 


“As to the Rhode Island mills, about 
which there appear to have been various and 
exaggerated rumors, it is true that these mills 
are not in as good shape as we had hoped, 
but they are capable of doing good work and, 
after certain changes which we contemplate 
have been made, we expect to have them in 
good runn‘ng order. This accomplishment 
will require some time, but when we get 
through there will be no finer properties in 
New England. 


“These mills are the home of the ‘Fruit 
of-the-Loom’ fabrics and these goods will 
continue to be made exclusively in the 
Knight plants, rumors to the contrary not- 
withstanding. This brand of cloth alone will 
contribute very heavily to the production of 
this corporation and the ticket ‘Fruit-of-the- 
Loom’ is of immeasurable value to the future 
prospects of the company. 


“We only ask the shareholders of the Con- 
solidated Textile Corporation to be patient 
and we know that in the end they will not be 
disappointed. We are very hopeful and 
much encouraged from our cursory examina- 
tion. We have been over the personnel of 
the company and find that the mills are in 
good hands and the esprit de corps is very 
fine. Most of the rumors we have heard 
about the affairs of the Conselidated Tex- 
tile Corporation are mere idle gossip and un- 
worthy of serious consideration.

DREAM OF MANY INVENTORS 


Much Time and Thought Wasted on 
Machines Meant to Attain 
Perpetual Motion. 


Perpetual motion has been the 
dream of inventors for many cen- 
turies. By perpetual motion is usually 
meant a mechanical device which will 
operate of its own power without such 
external or internal aids as wind, gas, 
steam or any other element of force, 
Some have come very near to attain- 
ing a kind of perfection by a series 
of weights and balances; also by the 
use of quicksilver, but while these 
machines will operate for a time, they 
are unable in that time to develop 
sufficient power to work machinery or 
be of any real benefit. In the town of 
Minnedosa, Man., an old gentleman 
had for some years a machine of hig 
own invention operated by a series of 
weights by which he was said to have 
run a small lathe. A sctentist named 
Strutt has invented an apparatus 
which takes advantage of radium 
emanations upon a gold leaf electro- 
scope. This perhaps comes near to 
an endless motion, but is maintained 
at the expense of the molecular en- 
ergy of the radium. 


Engine Sets New World’s Record, 

Realizing that the most important 
present development in air-craft en- 
gines is their durability, the naval bu- 
reau of aeronautics recently increased 
the endurance tests to as much as 300 
hours, in three runs of 100 hours each, 
The purpose of such a long test was to 


run the engine to destruction, and thus 
determine its exact length of life, But 
to the surprise of the bureau, one en 


gine, instead of being run to destrue- 
tion, was still in perfect condition at 
the end of the 800-hour test. Experts 
of the bureau say this new air-craft en 
gine has established a world's record 
for fuel economy, as well as for dura- 
bility. It is, they say, the best air 
craft power equipment ever developed. 
The engine. described in Popular Me 
chanics Magazine, is of the eight-cylin 
der V-shaved type, and develops an 
average horse power of 175. This 
would be sufficient to propel a five 
passenger airplane at a speed of 80 
miles an hour, which in 300 hours 
would be equivalent to flying around 
the world. 
Car Embodies New Ideas. 

Starting where the motorcycle and 
sidecar “left off,” an English inventor 
has built an attractive light car which 
combines the comfort of the auto with 
the economy and mobility of the side 
car, says Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
The usual three wheels are retained 
and the chassis frame is made up of a 
series of triangles. The body Is mod- 
eled on that of a runabout, with slant 
ing radiator hood, windshield, wide 
cushioned seat, collapsible top and 
rear compartment for luggage of e& 
tra tires. The controlling mechanism 
resembles that of the larger machine 
and the engine, a ten-horse power, two 
cylinder design, is water-cooled like 


that of larger cars.
